This feature is better illustrated by 


the > tinging hairs of the caterpillar, Eni- 
pretla siimulie. It will be readily under- 
stood how these hairs would work into a 
wound after they once got a start. They 
are bin bed arrows, and the sensation ul 
them crowding into tho flesh at every 
movement i& not pleasant. 


The sting of the mosquito has none of 
ifise barbs, but when magnified it is a 


villainous looking alluir.

with such a sharp tool as this, that my 
ady mosquito (the male'has no sling) 
can so soon draw blood after alighting 
on an unsuspecting victim. 


The comb which nature has given] the 


spider comes more properly under the 
lead of a tool than a weapon and is lo- 
cated in the foot.
